Action Against Stewards Dropped

ident of Waterford Park, Inc. 
No reason was given for their 
dismissal, the riders alleged. 
In naming the stewards in the 
action, the plaintiffs contended 
the barring action is a violation 
of West Virginia racing statutes 
in that the plaintiffs are being 
deprived of a hearing before 
the state racing commission as 
provided by law.

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Trying To Read Czechoslovakia 


The news coming out of Czechoslovakia indi­ 
cates a muddied situation within the country . 
At times an interested observer get- the 
impression that there is a definite movement 
away from the restrictions imposed by the con 
servative brand of Moscow-dictated commu 
nism. 
Other times the reader finds the news storie* 
proclaim the need and desirability of maintain­ 
ing and nourishing a chummy relationship with 
Mother Russia 


THE AVERAGE READER finds it difficult to 
get a clear picture of just what is going on. 
A recent announcement relative to religion in 
Czechoslovakia may clear that picture just a 
bit. The announcement to’d the people that 
three Roman Catholic bishops forcibly removed 
by the Communists 18 years ago are being al­ 
lowed to return to their dioceses. 
In addition, the government will giant th* 
Vatican the right to propose candidates to fill 
five vacant dioceses. 
This decision by the new Czech regime mark"! 
ji definite departure from the policies of the for 
mer government toward the Church. 
Another hopeful sign is the probability that 
negotiations relative to restoration of religion* 
instruction in schools may be held within the 
next few weeks. 
Of special interest to Americans is a state­ 
ment attributed to Vladimir Kadlec, Czechoslo­ 
vakia's minister of education, who said that re­ 
ligious education in the country might be based 
en the system of Sunday schools used in the 
United States.

in the United States, he said, “Their existence 
fully satisfies the churches and has mv sympa 
thy.”

The Final Days

They TI Have To Be Shown 


The North Vietnamese obviously prefer war 
to any form of compromise on the amount of 
bombing being conducted by the United States 
They remain adamant, complete1!’ unyielding 
In demanding a cessation of all bombing and 
“other acts of war” against the North, uncondi 
tioally, immediately and completely. 
If they were to say, “Cut your bombing in 
half and we will reduce our infiltration bv 
half,” or make some other reduction agree­ 
ment, the war would de-escalate and peace 
would become increasingly possible 
Their obstinacy reveals they are not ready to 
make peace 


The American delegation in Paris is reported 
to have come to the conclusion that Hanoi sent 
its representatives to the negotiation tab’e for 
one reason only — to get the bombing halted. 
It looks also as if neither side plans to give 
up anything at the conference table it isn t 
forced to yield on the battlefie'rl 
Consequently, according to fragmentary evi­ 
dence, U.S. field commanders have been told 
in effect, to win the war in the next three 
months. 
Americans have heard this sort of thing be 
fore. But it hasn’t happened 
This time they are going to have ‘o be shown. 


Anti Now - Prostaglandins 


The incredible mind-stretching complexity of 
the human body is pointed up again by the suc­ 
cessful synthesis of five members of a family of 
hormone-like chemicals which have been found 
to have profound physiological effects on the 
human body. 
The chemicals, which are called prostagian 
dins, work their changes within the body even 
though they are in microscopic amounts, in 
some instances less than one-billionth of a 
gram 


ACTUAL DISCOVERY of the prostaglandin* 
dates back 35 years when the compounds were 
first recognized independently in England and 
in Sweden. Then renewed interest in prostaglan­ 
din research developed about 12 years ago in 
Sweden when efforts were made to purify and 
determine the chemical structure of the chemi 
cals. 
Now, with the synthesis of five of the chemi­ 
cals, some scientists are envisioning the open 
ing of “a whole new field of pharmacology ” 
These scientists visualize great benefits to man­ 
kind therapeutically while others are sure only 
of benefits in the tield of biochemistry 


Possible benefits from the use of prostaglan­ 
dins are seen in the treatment of high blood 
pressure and other circulatory ailments, the 
control of obesity, alleviation of gastric score 
tions that cause stomach ulcers, the treaiment 
of the common cold, development of newer 
types of birth control agents and the control of 
stress. 
Some scientists even speculate dial prostag 
lendins might rank in importance with steroids 
which led to the introduction of lh? birth con­ 
trol pill. 


VARIOUS TYPES 
of 
prostaglandins 
have 
been found in a variety of the body’s organs 
Some have opposite effects For example, one 
type has the ability to diminish b’ood pressure 
while another can increase it bv constricting 
the blood vessels. 
Although a numbei of the scientists caution 
that the use of prostaglandin drugs in clinical 
medicine is not just around the corner, they 
cannot blame their fellowmen far being excited 
and impatient for their benefits

A report from the Social Security Administra- 
,on in Washington shows a decline during the 
ears of 1959 to 1966 in the number of Amen 
ans considered in the poor category'. 
The government sets poverty-level income at 
« s than $3,000 a year. The Social Security Ad 
illustration uses a formula based on the cost 
f food plus twice that amount for other ex 
enses. 
Under the Social Security index, a norJarm 
imily of four would be in the poverty category 
[ its income was under $3,380 a yaar. 
According to Social Security figures, the num­ 


ber of people living in poverty decreased from 
38 9 million in 1959 to 29 7 million rn 1%6 a 
drop of 9.2 million 
While everyone is scurrying around Irving lo 
find ways to get more people out of the poverty 
c'ass, maybe somebody could go and talk to 
some of those who climbed out of the ranks of 
the poor They are the ones to have the answ­ 
ers.

Election Issue 


Since speculation is a human pastime. I sug­ 
gest as subject for thought what might happen 
if George Wallace gets electors of his America 
Independent Party on the ballot of 30 states this 
November. My survey of several states indi­ 
cates he might well get something over 50 elec­ 
toral votes. 
His expectations are higher, but that sort of 
thing serves only for campaign oratory. The 
mischief he is proposing is to throw the election 
into the House of Representatives. For the ma­ 
jor candidates may run a close race and make 
such an election possible. 
Many Americans, sensing that possibility, will 
he getting out their World Almanacs and turn­ 
ing to the text of the U.S. Constitution and ex­ 
amining. perhaps for the first time, the proce 
dure required for the election of a president. I 
suggest that they take nothing for granted but 
read very carefully what would happen if nei­ 
ther major candidate should get a majority. 


AMENDMENT XII was adopopted because in 
the election of 1800 Thomas Jefferson and Aal 
on Burr received exactllv tile same number of 
electorial votes although Burr was regarded as 
a candidate for vice president. 
But under the term* of the Constitution af 
that time, either man might have been entitled 
to the presidency. It was only by some fast 
footwork by Alexander Hamilton that Jefferson 
received enough Federalist votes to make him 
president and Burr vice president. 
And so Amendment XII was adopted to 
make such a situation impossible in the future 
Since then the procedure for an election by the 
House has been used only once. In 1824, Andrew 
Jackson, John Quincy Adams and Henry Clay 
were the major candidates and no one received 
a majority 
In the House "choice” which followed. Adam* 
and Clay contrived to elect Adams. And after 
Adams appointed Clay secretary of state, there 
were outcries from Jackson people that there 
had been a nefarious deal. 
Amendment XII should speak for itself as to 
the procedure which must be follow ed if Wa I 
lace votes should throw the election into the 
House: 
. . and if no person have such majority, 
then trom ,be persons having the highest num­ 
bers not exceeding three on the list of those 
voted for as president, the House of Represent 
atives shall choose immediately, by ballot, the 
pendent, 
“But in choosing the president, the votes 
shall be taken by states, the represenatation 
from each state having one vote; a quorum for 
this purpose shall consist of a member of mem­ 
bers from two-thirds of the states and a majori 
ty of all the states shall be necessary to a 
choice 
“And if the House of Representatives shall 
not choose a president whenever the right of 
choice shall devolve upon them, before the 
fourth day of March next following, then the 
vice president shall act as president, as in the 
case of the death or other constitutional disabil 
itv of the president.” 
Many possibilities provide material for specu­ 
lation if, as is quite possible, the votes for Wal­ 
lace should throw the election into the House 
next January—in the new house elected in Nov­ 
ember. 
But the more probable result wuld be that the 
“representation” in the states carried by Wal­ 
lace would not vote for the Democratic candi 
date. For Wallace’s party wall have no candi 
dates for the House and the states which he 
might carry have heavy Democratic maporities 
in the House now 
In the present Congress, 29 states have Dem­ 
ocratic majorities in the House and GOP has 
18 Three were tied and would not count. Thu* 
the Republicans must win House majorities in 
26. A fair guess is that such a reversal of 
strength is possible only if the Republican can­ 
didate wins bv a landslide, in which case there 
would be no election at all in the House 
The mischief in the Wallace candidacy is that 
he might well elect a Democratic president 
even though he would have bitterly attacked him 
in the campaign He might, of course, dominate 
the Alabama delegation in the House and force 
it to vote for him And that might be true in 
Mississippi and possibly Georgia. Or he might 
tell them to vote for the Republican candidate 
as the lesser “evil.” 


IN THAT CASE, if neither major candidate 
received a mapority of the states by March 4 
the new vice president would move into the 
White House in permanent possession And who 
would that be? 
It would be the candidate for vice president 
who received a inajroity of the electoral vote 
For Wallace will not or at least has not yet se 
lected a vice presidential candidate to run with 
him. And so one of the vice presidential candi 
dates of the major parties would be that per 
son. 
lf Wallace should select a vice presidential 
candidate on his ticket arid prevent the noneleo 
Hon of a major-party candidate, the choice 
would go to the Senate under Amendment XII 
And there the W’allace man would not be con 
sidered and a majority of members would de 
fide And since the next Senate will probably be 
Democratic, the Democrat would be chosen 
The reader is advised to continue his specula 
lion from here

Monday s 7-1 decision directly 
upheld the 1985 federal law that 
made destruction of draft c ards 
a crime 
More than that the ruling by 
Chief Justice Ear! Warren rid­ 
dled the idea that otherwise ille­ 
gal actions are shielded from 
p r o s e c u t i o n as "symbolic 
speech ” 
"We cannot accept the view 
*aid Warren, "that an apparent 
Iv limitless variety of conduct 
can be tabled ‘speech’ whenever 
the person engaging in the con 
duct intends thereby to express 
an idea ” 
These words may cut the Ie 
gal ground from under othpr; 
forms of Vietnam war protest-- 
such as exhorting young men to 
resist the draft or spilling blood 
on draft card files. 
Whether the ruling will spur 
prosecution of draft card burn­ 
ers is problematic 
In the 33 
months the law has been on the 
books 
the 
government 
has 
brought 28 cases and won 16 
convictions 
Since April 8. 1967. when the 
I! S Circuit Court in Boston de 
dared the law unconstitutional. 
only four or five prosecutions 
have been brought

without commenting directly 
on the ruling is discouraging

To the court's only dissenter,
